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Paper-Pulp Screen. 





This is an improvement intended to 
hasten the operation of the screen. 

Pulp-screens as now made are supported 
above boxes from which the air is partially 
exhausted. Todo away with an exhaust and 
yet hasten the flow of the pulp through the 
slits of the screen, the box below the screen is 
provided in this instance with a rotating disk, 
the surface of which is so shaped or set out of 
parallelism with the screen that the disk re- 
volving in the box below the screen causes the 
air in the box to be forced up and down 
therein. 

The invention, therefore, consists, essen- 
tially, in the combination, with a stationary 
pulp-screening plate and the box covered by it, 
of a rotating disk moving in the air in the 
box just below the stationary screen. 

Figure 1, in top view, represents a pulp- 
screen, the screen-plate being partially omit- 
ted to show the agitator beneath it; Fig. 2 is 
a section of Fig. 1. 

The framework A, at its upper portion, has 
a box, B, in which the pulp enters through the 
slits of the stationary metallic screen-plates 
C, of usual construction, the plates being sup- 
ported on the usual timbers, a 4c, the screen 
being in a box, D, into which runs the half- 
stuff, which, after passing through the screen 
into the box B, constitutes the material of 
the pulp which is to be made into paper. 

As so far described, the apparatus is sub- 
stantially the same as that in general use. 

The framework has suitable boxes for the 
shaft E, on which is a bevel-gear F, that en- 
gages a bevel-gear G, on the spindle H, hav- 
ing its step at I. The spindle is extended 
througk a stuffing-box J, and the upper end 
of the spindle in the box B has attached to it 
a disk K, which is so shaped with relation to 
the under side of the screen-plate that the 
disk in its movement of rotation beats on or 
agitates the air in the box B, causing a varia- 
tion of pressure therein which is constantly 
changing, such variation of pressure acting 
upward and downward below the screen-plate, 
keeping the slits therein from becoming 
clogged, thus facilitating the uniform or equal 
flow of pulp through the slits of the screen- 
plate. 

The disk K is shown thickest at its centre, 
and from this point it gradually diminishes in 
thickness toward the circumference ; but near 
the circumference the disk increases slightly 
in thickness, so that its upper-face disk is out 
of parallelism with the under side of the screen- 
plate, and as the spindle revolves the irregular 
face of the disk imparts an undulatory motion 
to the air below the screen-plate, which undu- 
lation causes such a disturbance of air-pressure 
in the box B as to keep the slits in the screen- 
plate from clogging up. 

As a modification, the disk may be made 
with raised portions, and valleys between, the 
raised portions and valleys causing the requi- 
site variations in the air-pressure in the box B 
below the stationary screen C, thus preventing 
the slits from becoming clogged, or the disk 
may have its upper face inclined, so as to form 
a disk trapezoidal in cross-section: 





Calendering Machine. 





Among recently patented machines is 
one designed for calendering paper and cut- 
ting the material into rolls of any required 
width. This machine consists of three calen- 
dering rolls, a lower stationary and two upper 
adjustable and heated rolls, and of a fourth top 
roll that revolves in contact with the upper 
heated roll, for preventing the cracking or 
warping of the latter. The bearings of the 
middle rolls are adjusted by wedges, which 
are guided in recesses of the bearings and ad- 
justed by worm-gears. The rolls are driven 
by a friction-wheel transmission, which gives a 
smooth and uniform motion. A cutting at- 
tachment is hung by cranked arms to the shaft 
of the calendering-rolls, which are provided 
with two sets of transverse guide-rolls and 
disk-shaped cutting-knives, the paper being 
moved through between the cutting-disks by a 
winding-up roller to which rotary motion is 


imparted by a worm-gear and gear-wheel 
transmission from the main shaft. 

The cutting-disks are rotated by the friction 
with the paper passing through between them, 
so that the paper is cut up in rolls of any 
suitable width. The winding-roller of the 
cutting attachment is thrown in or out of 
motion by a clutch device which consists of a 
fixed and a laterally movable disk, both hav- 
ing concentric interlocking ribs and corruga- 
tions, the movable disk being forced by a ful- 


crumed fork having beveled anti-friction rol- | 


lers into mesh with the fixed disk. By releasing 
the movable disk the clutch device is thrown 
out of gear, whereby the winding-roller and 


the cutting attachment are brought to rest. 
—___—_—_. 


Grip of Pulleys. 

If the belt does not slip on the pulley, 
the wheel must turn on its shaft when a belt 
fails in the transmission of 
power, unless one of the 
joints has come apart in the 
lacings, but the slip on the 
shaft has much greater dis- 
advantage in the way of 
leverage than the cling on 
the surface of the wheel. The 
belt has the radius of the 
wheel to drive with; the 
wheel only the circumference 
of the shaft to work from. 
A large wheel on a small 
shaft driving a small wheel 
on a large shaft must be firmly 
keyed to dry all that a belt 
can carry. Inthe key itself 
there are three forms, each 
having a seat in the pulley, 
but one is concaved cross- 
wise to grip the shaft without 
disturbing the surface; the 
next requires a flat place filed 
that just equals the width 
of the key ; the last has a slot 
cut in the shaft in which the 
key seats itself as well as in 
the pulley. The slot weakens 
the shaft, but nothing as 
compared with the bursting 
strains that must be found in 
the hub of the wheel when 
either of the other forms is 
used. The set-screw offers 
the same outward tendency, 
but it is only to keep the 
screw to its work, and where 
it has a good cupped centre 
with hardened edges it will 
cling wonderfully to the shaft. 

We have seen these pitched 
backward so that the strain 
of the shaft will be brought lengthwise of 
the screw when the wheel is to be driven 
in one direction. The rolling key holds 
only in one direction; the bore of the wheel 
is chambered out in one or more places 
large enough in the deepest part to contain a 


round key instead of a tapered wedge of | 


square iron. This pin binds the wheel on the 
shaft by rolling into the narrow portions of its 
encasements. As many as six of these rolling 
keys can be used to bring the strain in differ- 
ent portions of the hub, and the wheel can be 
loosened by turning it backward till the pins 
roll into the deepest portion of their cham- 
bers. 

A method that relies on the bursting strength 
of the hub for the grip on the shaft is the sleeve 
wedge that is drawn into the hub by the screw- 
thread cut in the bore of the wheel. The sleeve 
fits the shaft and is made tapering, and the 
wheel is bored out with the same pitch, and 
both are threaded. When the sleeve is divided 
lengthwise into three or more parts it will grip 
the shaft when the wheel is screwed onto the 
sleeve. 

With one of these sleeves on each side of 
the wheel, with a right and left hand thread, 
the more the wheel slips the better it must 
grip the shaft. Wheels that are designed 
to tighten themselves when they slip on the 
shaft must become loosened whenever the 
shaft tends to slip in the wheel. They have 
too great a tendency to work loose under the 
best conditions, and a grip that is to hold 
without crushing the shaft for this purpose

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The Acid or Bisulphite Processes.

The formation of a crust in certain por- 
tions of the digester, mention of which was 
made in a previous article, is one of the many 
evil results of too high pressure. It has been 


| Shown repeatedly that whenever the pressure 
| is too great, say, above eighty-five pounds, 


the superheating will evolve a very expansive 
gas in the top of the digester, and as there are 
no means of escape we have a downward 
pressure, precluding the possibility of the 
further issue of steam, save in the form ofa

superheated gas from the cooking wood. 
As near as I have been able to examine, it 
may be taken for granted that at the very top 
of the digester will be found the greatest pres- 
sure, at the line of demarcation between the 
wood and acid solution, the greater heat (the 
reason given ina previous article for disas- 
trous work on the lining), and right here will 
be found the primary source of incrustation, 
although it may be carried onward and up- 
ward and show itself, even on the underside 
of the manhole, with such persistency that the 
hammer and cold-chisel are needed to chip it 
It will be found, however, in its most 


There are many theories regarding these in- 
crustations at this particular point, especially 
when some method of agitation is used, the 
more plausible being that the gases in the 


| chamber above the pulp, being, as it were, re- 


pulsive to those subsequently eliminated from 
the decomposing wood, will not allow com- 
mingling ; the second gas, in accordance with 
the same law governing the first, pushes up- 
ward, and being firmly held at this point and 
superheated soon absorbs the moisture from 
the chips; the heat continually rising clear 
and perfect destructive distillation ensues, and 
the crust is thereby formed, being thoroughly 
mixed throughout the mass in blowing off. 

It is not to be inferred that these black, hard 
chips would be so scattered if the pulp was not 
blown off under pressure, but of all the claims 
set forth by the advocates of the sulphite pro- 
cesses, I take more stock in the reasonable- 
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ness and efficacy of blowing off under pressure 
than any other claim, either single or com- 
bined. Many correspondents claim that this 
blowing off is unnecessary and not desirable. 
In practice, however beautiful in theory, we 
have always had the best results as soon as 
the mass is well digested, from opening the 
blow-off valve freely and blowing the contents 
into the pulp-tank. This room should be so 
situated as to admit of the most perfect drain- 
age, the more the better, for the liquor very 
soon oxidizes and the pulp becomes badly dis- 
colored if allowed to stand and settle. The 
pulp should be drenched until the water runs 
off perfectly clear. 

Some weeks ago in a Southern mill it was 
desirable to place the digesters on much higher 
ground than the wet machine, and much diffi- 
culty was expected in conveying the pulp 
under blow-off pressure so far below, but we 
found this to be one of the best features of that 
popular mill. The mass is 
first blown into the very top 
of a tower-like pulp-room, 
nearly on a level with the 
bottom of the digesters, and 
here the pulp is well broken 
and falls, flaky like, a distance 
of fifty feet to the bottom, 
on reaching which it is nearly 
separated from moisture. I 
suggest that this mill should 
arrange a system of exhaust 
fans in this room to more 
thoroughly drive off the mois- 
ture, 

It is really impossible to 
determine thus far the precise 
temperature at which the 
crusting takes place, but ex- 
perience has proven it to be 
something over 100 deg. C., 
the boiling-point of water. 
For instance, if the pulp is 
blown off under full pressure, 
and the liquid is allowed to 
drain off in the usual manner, 
and the fibre permitted to 
partially cool, then repeated 
washings in cold water will 
show much more off color 
than when warm water is 
used, and still better results 
in color follow the use of 
boiling water. 

In view of this it will be 
seen that in theory the sub- 
sequent treatment of wood 
pulp has much to do with its 
general appearance as well as 
the cost of manufacture after 
leaving the digester. For in- 
stance, take the same plan of 
treating the alkali pulp. If then we could 
blow off the liquor alone, leaving the pulp 
in the digester, and a weak solution, 
hot, should be forced in, followed by hot 
water until the required pressure is reached 
and then blown off as is now done, much less 
liquor and of weaker strength would suffice 
to do the work, and a much better, tougher 
fibre, with no incrustations, with the accom- 
panying black specks, would follow. The 
idea is not practicable from a financial view 
where fuel cuts an important figure in the cost 
of production, for we have to run up the 
pressure twice instead of once.

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Hydraulics— Velocity, Friction 
and Discharge.

In the discharge of water through dif- 
ferently-shaped apertures, it has been found in 
practice that circular apertures are the most 
effective, and discharge a greater quantity of 


water with the same area than any other shape | 


under the same head. It is also found in 
practice that water issuing from a circular 
aperture in a thin plate contracts its section at 
a distance of half its diameter from the aper- 
ture to nearly .8 the diameter of the aperture, 
so as to reduce its area from .1 to about .617. 
The velocity at this point is also found to be 
about .974 times the theoretical velocity due

If a horizontal cylindrical tube is used in- 
stead of a thin plate of a length equal to the 
diameter of the aperture, the discharge will be 
the same as if discharged through the simple 
aperture in a thin plate ; but if the Jength of 


| the tube be increased beyond that diameter, 


the discharge will be increased and continue to 
be so until the length of the tube reaches the 
length of nearly four diameters. Beyond that 
length M. Bossut found in his experiments, 
that the friction upon the inside surface of the 
tube began to retard the flow, and that the 
quantity of water discharged by pipes of dif- 
ferent lengths of the same diameter and under 
the same head decreased nearly in the inverse 
ratio of the square root of their lengths. In 
order to have a continuous perceptible dis- 
charge from a horizontal pipe too feet long, it 
required either a head in the reservoir or an 
inclination of the pipe of not less than one- 
twelfth of an inch to every 100 feet. In pipes 
of over roo feet in length it requires the same 
proportion. 

The friction of all fluids in gliding over a 
solid surface exerts a resistance .to its motion ; 
but in small pipes the proportion to the 
amount discharged is greater than in large 
ones. Therefore, if a horizontal pipe one 
inch in diameter and roo feet long will dis- 
charge a given quantity of water in a given 
time under a given head, a pipe of two inches 
nee of the same length and under the 


same head, will discharge Proce il 


more water in the ne time, _ ‘ 


ee wae 
of pressure, ¢ 
friction increases directly as the length and 
very nearly as the square of the velocity of 
the flow, and inversely as the diameter of 
the pipe. This cause arises from the differ- 
ence of the friction surface as compared with 
the quantity discharged by pipes of different 
diameters. 

The solid contents of a pipe r inch in di- 
ameter and 6 inches long is 4.71 cubic inches, 
and if the flow was at the ratio of 6 inches 
per second it would discharge that amount of 
water, while a pipe of 2 inches diameter of 
the same length and at the same flow would 
discharge 18.84 cubic inches, which is just four 
times the amount. Now, the area of the in- 
side of a pipe 1 inch in diameter and 6 inches 
long is 18.84 square inches, while the area of 
a 2-inch pipe 6 inches long is 37.68 square 
inches. Thus it will be seen that while the 
ratio of discharge with the 2-inch pipe is as 
four to one the ratio of friction surface is only 
as two to one; hence the amount of friction 
surface in the 2-inch pipe is much less in pro- 
portion to the quantity discharged than in the 
1-inch pipe, and the quantity of water dis- 
charged through pipes of the same length but 
of different diameters cannot be strictly in in- 
verse proportion to their areas, as is laid down 
in works on hydraulic engineering. 

In constructing conduits and flumes gener- 
ally but very little attention is given to this 
subject, and mistakes are often made that 
cannot be remedied without great expense. 
In improving water-powers I have never yet 
found an instance where they complained of 
having too much head, and especially in low 
heads every inch is valuable. A conduit may 
be theoretically large enough, but when put to 
use and required to furnish the requisite quan- 
tity of water to supply the wheels, the head in 
the flume or penstock will stand from two to 
four feet below the head in thedam. This 
loss of head is caused by the pressure required 
to overcome the friction and force the water 
through the pipe, and the longer the pipe the 
greater the loss in head. 

In vertical and inclined pipes there is an- 
other condition, The discharge increases as 
the length increases, and the quantity of water 
discharged through a vertical pipe is the 
same, with some deductions for friction, 
as if it were discharged through a short 
tube under the same head, and the quan- 
tity of water discharged through ver- 
tical pipes of the same diameter, but of differ- 
emt lengths, are to each other nearly as the 
square roots of their lengths. In inclined 
pipes of different lengths the same rule holds 
good so far as the difference in level between 
the point where the water is taken and the

The one hundred and tenth anniversary 
of the Declaration of the Independence of the 
United States witnessed a day of celebration 
yesterday seldom if ever before outdone in 
Chicago.

The judge labored under the belief that he 
had jurisdiction in the matter, and in conse- 
quence directed the sale and entered an order 
subject to change on special objections being 
shown by Monday, ten A. M., July 12. This 
will give the attorneys time for argument 
before Judge Gresham or Blodgett. There 
are various promises of spicy proceedings at 
a later date bearing cn the claim of some of 
the preferred creditors, but to date they fail 
for want of proof.

All lines of trade were en- 
tirely suspended from an early hour on Satur- 
day afternoon preceding until Tuesday morn- 
ing the day after, during which the people 
were at liberty to enjoy the freedom of the oc- 
casion as individual choice suggested. 

The city fathers had provided liberally for 
the people’s amusement in the way of sports, 
and all at the people’s expense. While the 
Fourth o’ July expounders were loud in their 
assertions that the price of liberty was eternal 
vigilance, the heavy expense of the day was 
a gentle reminder that other things can be had 
only for cash. 

As is usual during Fourth-o’-July week busi- 
ness in paper-trade circles is very quiet, a 
state of things occasioned, no doubt, by the 
weary and exhausted condition of buyers and 
sellers. One class feels as though nothing 
was wanted and the others are glad of it, so 
all hands rest and take things easy. During 
such hot weather as now prevails, with the 
mercury up in the “nineties,” a little quiet 
rest is in active demand. A rise in the ther- 
mometers and a general demand for a few 
weeks’ vacation are the most notable features 
just now. 

Paper-stock dealers are taking what com- 
fort they can in their shirt sleeves, hugging 
the cool corners. They all admit that at pres- 
ent the movement of paper stock is not large, 
but are a little encouraged, owing to the fact 
that inquiries are growing more numerous. 
They are inclined to think, morever, that as 
soon as the paper makers shall have finished 
their inventories, these inquiries will crystallize 
into orders. There is very little hope of any 
strong advance in prices, however, unless. 
perchance, the cholera reports should influ- 
ence the paper-stock market. 


In reference to cholera abroad, the city pa- 
pers of yesterday publish the following re- 
port : 

Lonvon, July 6,—The excessively hot weather here 
causes a great deal of anxiety in view of the prevalence 
of cholera in Italy, and the rumors of the spread of the 
disease to France and Spain. The Local Government 
Board has issued orders forbidding the importation of 
Italian rags, and there is increased activity among the 
sanitary authorities, 

Chemical importers report a little better 
feeling in the chemical market, owing to a 
slight improvement in demand. Quotations 
on bleaching powder are given at 1.42%c. to 
1.45c., although these figures, it is claimed, 
can be shaded. Soda ash is held at 1.40c. to 
1%c., as per brand. Caustic soda is quoted 
at 2.45c. to 2%c. for 60 per cent. 
tals at g§c. to arrive. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 687 casks of bleaching powder, 
400 drums of caustic soda, 556 casks of soda 
ash, 122 casks of refined alkali, 380 barrels 
and 200 kegs of soda crystals. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
period of time show a total of 1,045 bales, of 
which there were 196 bales of flax waste and 
219 bales of old bagging.

One of the traveling representatives of Car- 
ter, Rice & Co, tells a very bad story on a 
traveling salesman who represents a Federal 
street paper house, the name of which house 
it is not hardly right to mention, as it is not 
presumed that the action of its drummer as 
detailed in this instance is countenanced by, 
or even known to, his employers. The Fed- 
eral street paper-house drummer, it is claimed, 
in taking an order for paper from a buyer in 
Maine, while visiting a city of that State in the 
interest of trade, was asked if he represented 
Carter, Rice & Co., of Boston, to which ques- 
tion he replied that he did. In the course of 
time the buyer received his paper and a bill, 
but the bill was not from the house of Carter, 
Rice & Co., and the fact then dawned upon 
the mind of the buyer that his order had been 
secured under false representations. The 
story was told to Carter, Rice & Co.'s traveler 
when he visited the duped buyer a short time 
afterward. If the facts as given are correct, it 
certainly shows that the guilty drummer lacks 
the most essential principle of business success 
—honor. While the story is vouched for, and 
given as told, it is more charitable to suppose 
that the question of the buyer, as to the house 
the drummer represented, was misunderstood 
by the drummer. 

Reports reached the trade here yesterday of 
the death of H. M. Castle, of H. M. Castle & 
Co., Springfield, Mass., importers largely of 
Leghorn rags. He was aman of fine social 
qualities, of genial disposition, and was highly 
regarded by his numerous friends, to whom the 
news of his death, coming so suddenly and to 
many so unexpectedly, was a great shock. 
His business dealings were always straight and 
honorable. He was at one time connected 
with the paper mills at Lawrence, Mass., now 
known as the Merrimac Paper Company.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Horyoxe, Mass., July 8, 1884. 


We have passed safely through the 
din, confusion and general pandemonium of 
the ‘* Glorious Fourth” once more and still 
live to tell of it. This has been one of the 
hottest ‘‘ spells”’ of the season. For nearly a 
week the mercury has been coquetting among 
the nineties and poor, weak humanity has 
wilted, perspired and vainly sought relief. 
Under these circumstances to do business is 
anything but pleasurable, but we are a race of 
money-getters, always ready to ‘‘ make a 
dollar,” even in a torrid atmosphere, and we 
of the Paper City are ever ready to keep our 
place in the procession. It has been pretty 
lively here since my last letter in one respect, 
that of repairs and improvements, and much 
has been accomplished since the temporary 
shut-down to which I will refer later on. The 
water was let into the canals again on Tues- 
day morning and the hum of busy machinery, 
which is a familiar sound in this lively city, 
was soon resumed. I find in looking about 
this week that business has fallen off a little 
in some directions and that orders are not 
coming in quite as freely for some grades of 
goods, particularly fine writings; but this is 
not to be wondered at, for we always look for a 
lull in business during July and August. The 
vacation season is at hand, when most people 


” 


lief from business cares; in fact, it is the season 


when business activity is out of the question 
and it is a natural result of our climate and 
customs. 

Many of the mills have finished their semi- 
annual inventory, and as was foreshadowed 
in this correspondence some weeks ago, the 
manufacturers find that the business of the 


past six months has been about as close, as | 


regards profits, as any in their experience. 
There are many reasons for this. The prices 
were never as low as at present, and the ex- 
pense of production has not been correspond- 
ingly reduced. But the most important factor 
was the labor troubles, which came up just as 


the general business revival was inaugurated, 


and the effect of the same is still felt in busi- | 


ness circles. The more hopeful ones are in- 
clined to view the situation as cheerfully as 
possible, and they look forward to the future 
with the expectation of seeing better times. 


Nearly every kind of manufacturing is fairly 


active for this season of the year, and, barring | 
drawbacks, there is every indication of a good | 


fall trade. 


The work of improvement and repair has | 


been more extensive during the July shut- 
down than for any recent year. The putting 
in of Beebe, Holbrook & Co.'s penstock for 
the new mill was one of the quickest jobs of 


the kind on record. A large force of men | 


worked day and night for four days, and 
finished a job which usually requires twelve 
days. 
of heavy plate iron, seven feet in diameter, 
and cost about $5,000. The nightwork was 
done by the aid of electric lights, and it was 
a weird sight to see the laborers working un- 
der such circumstances. The company had a 
well built in the second level canal 200 feet 
long, eight feet wide, with brick walls sixteen 
inches thick and five feet high, from which an 
ample supply of excellent water will be ob- 
tained.

Shutting Down—A Growing Town. 
Duruam, N. C., July 8, 1886 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

With the introduction of machinery paper- 
making within the last century has changed 
considerably. This change can be readily 
seen in overproduction. When paper was 
made by hand under the old rule of so much 
paper for a day’s work it was seldom that 
manufacturers experienced any trouble from 
overproduction. If the worst came to the 
worst it was a very easy matter in mills con- 
taining seven or eight vats to shut down one of 
the vats for a season till trade justified start- 
ing up again. Shutting a vat down in former 
times was no loss to the manufacturer, the vat 
being of stone there could be no rot or decay 
and the belts could be dried. ' Shutting a mill 
down for a couple of months nowadays is 
quite a different thing ; but if every manu- 
facturer would agree to shut his mill down on 
Saturday evening at six o’clock and not start 
up before six or seven Monday morning 
there would be no need for a suspension, as 
the market would soon be regulated.
